+ ldentifies actions that mitigate
adverse impacts;

* Helps decision makers identify the
alternative that best meets the
purpose of the project and need
for action; and

» Provides the public and other
agencies with an opportunity to
review and comment on project
impacts and proposed
alternatives.

An EIS is first issued as a Draft
Environmental Impact Statement
(DEIS) to invite comments and
review on the accuracy and
thoroughness of the environmental
analysis so that improvements can
be made before the document is
finalized.
